Social Security Number 
Important To Worker 

Your social security account num- 
ber is your insurance policy with 
the United States government. Take 
the same care of it that you would 
of any of your valuabie papers. You, 
would place your bank book, bonds, 
or insurance policies in a safe place. 
Do the same with your account 
number card. 

You would be surprised how care- 
less some people are of this import- 
ant piece of paper. In the Lawrence 


office of the social security adminis- 
tration, Howard L. Leighton, the 
manager, said that for the year of 
1948 there was received 1905 appli- 
cations for new account numbers 
for persons who were going to work 
for the first time in employment 
covered by the social security act. 
But in the same period they re- 
ceived 2757 applications for dupli- 
cate account numbers from persons 
who had lost their original cards. 
In some cases a person lost several 
cards during the year. 

In many cases it was necessary 
to send the application to Baltimore 
to have it screened against the 
original application to avert any 
possible error. A person has only 
one account number during his life, 
it never changes. The reasons given 
for the loss of the original card 
were many and varied but in the 
majority of the cases, it was just 
carelessness. 

When an original number is is- 
sued it is in two parts with the 
number appearing on both parts. 
Put the lower part away in a safe 
place and make sure your family 
knows where it is. 

You use your card’ many times 
during your life. Whenever you go 
to work for a new employer you 
will need it for his records. Make 
sure he records the number and 
name exactly as it appears on the 
card. Only by doing this can you be 
sure that a correct record of your 
wages is posted to your wage rec- 
ord maintained by the social secur- 
ity administration. 

Should you die, your survivors 
will need it to file their claims for 
benefits. 

You should have only one ac- 
count number. If you have more 
than one number you stand the pos- 
sibility of losing benefits at some 
future date. 

Benefits are payable on the basis 
of wages and, if your wages are not 
posted to your account, it might 
well result in a smaller benefit than 
you should be entitled. The account 
number is the key to your wage rec- 
ord rather than your name. Take 
good care of your social security 
account number—don’t lose it. 

If you should lose it bring the 
bottom part of the social security 
office and a duplicate will be issued 
while you are waiting—it takes 
only a few minutes. If you do not 
have the lower part it then becomes 
necessary to send your application 
for a duplicate to Baltimore with 
the result you do not get your dupli- 
cate card for about two weeks. 

{f you lose it—don’t wait—apply 
immediately.

Horace Mann, whose name is synonymous with.education! 
the world over, was born at Franklin, Massachusetts, on May 


Although the United States, Great 
Britain and France immediately 
set out to build a united Western 
Germany of their three occupation 
zones, they hadn’t progressed far 
by the following June. Actually 
their only practical step was an 
attempt to stimulate recovery by 
introducing a “western” currency 
in their zones and their sectors of 
Berlin. If the Allies could create 
a Western German state, then 
Russian would be faced with an- 
other area outside her control, an 
important one containing the vital 
industrial Ruhr which would be 
working for the Marshall Plan 
and against Russian plans. 


Sound Russian Politics 

So the Russians decided ‘to ap- 
ply pressure, partly to discredit 
Allied attempts at a united West- 
ern Germany, partly to imply that 
only under Russia could Germany 
become a united nation once 
again. On June 23, 1948 Russia 
suspended all freight and pass- 
enger service to and from Allied 
Germany and Berlin. The next day 
the Allies banned all supplies to 
the Soviet zone, and started the 
air-lift. Subsequent negotiations, 
whenever they occurred, all cen- 
tered on the currency as the 
cause of the blockade. But by

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He was destined during the next half century and more to 
exert an influence in the modernization of educational methods 
of such great force as to perpetuate his name in the history of 
educational progress throughout this nation and abroad. 

After being graduated from Brown University in 1819, he 
studied and practiced law in Connecticut until 1833. He then 
moved to Boston and in the political field served in both the 
branches of the Massachusetts state government. He was sec- 
retary of the State Board of Education for eleven years and be- 
came intensely interested in the problems of public education. 
He caused to be revised the entire state system of public 
schools. His many reports on educational matters were widely 
read and adopted in this country and also in England. In 1848 
he succeeded John Quincy Adams in Congress and in 1852 
accepted the presidency of Antioch College in Yellow Springs, 
Ohio, where he remained until his death in 1859. Previously 
he had declined the nomination for the governorship of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The anniversary of Horace Mann’‘s birth, just passed, re- 
minds us of the eternal vigilance that is needed to hold the 
gains he made in securing public education for the youth of 
this nation. The greatest tribute to his great work is that he 
is recognized in all educational circles as the father of the 
American public school. 

“If ever there was a cause, if ever there can be a cause, 
worthy to be upheld by all the toil of sacrifice that the human 
heart can endure, it is the cause of education.’’ That is passed 
on as an utterance by the famous educator that might inspire 
all when the standards of education in America might become 
endangered. ; 
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tacit understanding, the real issue 
was the question of Germany. It 
still is. 
Russia laying For Time 

In the meantime the Marshall 
Plan was applied and negotiations 
on the Atlantic Pact quietly set in 
motion. At first, conditions seemed 


to favor the Russians. The grim 
outlook for Western Berlin could 
be blamed upon the Allies, and the 
conquered Germans saw an oppor- 
tunity to play off Allies against 
Russia, and Russia against the 
West, as the Russians intended. 
The Western Germans could not 
agree among themselves on the 
type of government they would ac- 
cept from their conquerors, and 
anyhow they hadn’t yet received 
an offer. The deadlock hadn't been 
broken by January 1, 1949, the 
date set for the establishment of 
the Western German state. Time 
was playing into Russia’s hands. 
And although the success of the 
winter airlift failed to give Russia 
the wedge she had anticipated, 
there was as yet no hurry, for the 
creation of Western Germany 
seemed as remote as ever. 
The Russian Hand Forced 

Then events moved rapidly. The 
foreign ministers signed the At- 
lantic Alliance and then proceeded 
to work on the German problem, 
publishing in early April an ‘‘oc- 
cupation statute’ which set up a 
Western German Government un- 
der Allied supervision but re- 
served to the Allied Powers all con- 
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agreement on the lifting of the 
Berlin blockade and a date for a 
foreign ministers’ meeting on Ger- 
many. 
Same Cold War — New Russian 
Move 

What has for long been mere 
speculation may now become a 
concrete proposal. The Russians 
may offer not only to lift the 
blockade if we will discuss Ger- 
many, but also to pull her troops 
out of the German zone if the Al- 
lies will act similarly. So just as 
the Allies and Western Germany 
manage to appear to agree, along 
comes Russia with an almost-cer- 
tain proposal that will put the 
Western Germans in a position to 
bargain further with the Allies. 
And it can hardly be doubted that 
few German politicians will at this 
time agree to keep Germany split 
into two if there is a chance for 
complete unity. Few men would so 
risk their political future. Thus 
the Russians will probably appear 
in the role of reasonable people 
offering Germany freedom and po- 
litical independence, offering to 
withdraw their troops, and by con- 
trast making it appear that only 
the Western Powers stand be- 


tween Germany and complete free- 
dom, 


Whether the foreign ministers 
can come to an agreement can 
only be proved by time. But what 
must be remembered is that Rus- 
sia knows very well what the 
game is worth. It is a Western 
Germany of 45,000,000 skilled 
and ambitious people, with the 
richest coal resources in the world 
and tremendous steel capacity, 
and the chances of a very quick 
come-back. It must be expected 
that the game will be long and 
arduous, for Russia won't give up 


AGREES WITH MR. PERRY

In regard to the matter of meet- 
ings of our selectmen, I heartily 
agree with the ideas expressed by 
Mr. Perry in his letter that ap- 
peared in your issue of April 28. 

The selectmen represent the ex- 
ecutive branch of our government 
and if you wish to make compari- 
sons with Washington, your com- 
parisons should be with the execu- 
tive branch, represented by the 
President of the United States and 
not with congress. 

I believe the President has a 
private office, receives his callers 
without the press being present, 
grants interviews ‘to the press 
only when he so desires, and then 
answers only the questions that 
he cares to answer. If appoint- 
ments are to be made, isn’t it true 
that he interviews various persons 
and makes no comments on the 
matter to the press until the final 
announcement comes out as to 
who is to get the job? 

Why shouldn’t the chief .execu- 
tives of our town be granted simi- 
lar protection in their investiga- 
tions? Why should every minor 
problem or grievance of a citizen 
or a town employee be aired in 
public, thus making mountains 
out of relatively unimportant de- 
tails that could be satisfactorily 
adjusted by a quiet conference 
with a department head? This is 
a courtesy that most any business 
executive would extend to an as- 
sistant about whom he had re- 
ceived a complaint. 

I hope our selectmen will stand 
firm in their decision that the 
press should not be admitted to 
their metings.

Nation To Observe 
Hospital Day May 12 


Thursday, May 12, is being cele- 
brated throughout the nation as 
National Hospital day, intended to 
bring to public attention the serv- 
ices rendered to the community 
and to individuals by hospitals. 

Sponsored by the American 
Hospital association since 1924, 
the observance falls on the anni- 
versary of the birth of Florence 
Nightingale. Importance with 
which ‘the observance is viewed 
may be seen in the fact that Presi- 
dent Harry Truman has made it 
the subject of an official procla- 
mation, as has Governor Paul 
Dever of Massachusetts. 

Public attention is being in- 
creasingly focussed upon prob- 
lems of health and disease, and Na- 
tional Hospital day brings to the 
public an opportunity to inspect 
hospitals in action and to learn of 
their problems and achievements. 

Nearly every hospital in Mas- 
sachusetts is observing the day 
with open house, and many are 
scheduling more extensive pro- 
grams. In most sections of the 
state, various hospitals are en- 
gaged in enlarging their plants, 
and with greater availability of 
hospital equipment since wartime 
shortages, all are replacing equip- 
ment and purchasing new and bet- 
ter aids to the care of their 
patients. 

Massachusetts is fortunate in 
having available many more hospi- 
tal beds per capita than most other 
states, and in having some of the 
finest hospitals in the world. These 
hospitals need the constant and 
continuing support of the public 
if they are to render service con- 
sistent with public demand. 

In one recent year—1947—on a 

nationwide average one person in 
eight received hospital care. For- 
tunately, advances in medicine, 
many of them pioneered in Mas- 
sachusetts hospitals, have made 
possible not only better treatment 
but also a shortening of the av- 
erage hospital stay. 
Day in and day out, throughout 
the year, hospitals serve the com- 
nrunity not only by caring for the 
sick, but also by training doctors 
and nurses to provide better care, 
and by initiating and carrying on 
extensive research programs to 
find the answers to puzzling prob- 
lems of disease. 

The hospitals belong to the com- 
munity; their aim is the best pos- 
sible health for the community. 
Community interest and support 
can help them achieve this end.

REFUGEE ORGANIZATION 
TO REHABILIATE DP'S 


In another step aimed at help- 
ing victims of the war back to 
useful lives, the United Nations 
International Refugee Organiza- 
tion (IRO) has _ ear-marked 
$1,250,000 to rehabilitate and give 
vocational training to more than 
27,000 disabled refugees, now in 
Austria, Germany and Italy, whose 
present chances of resettlement 
are very slight. 


Disabilities, which prevent reg- 
ular employment, at present bar 
some 65,000 persons from accept- 
ance for immigration by govern- 
ment selection missions of the 
resettlement countries. Of this 
total, some 38,000 are dependents 
of the 27,000 disabled refugees. 


Under its plans, IRO will set 
up five tuberculosis rehabilitation 
centers, where tuberculous D.P.’s 
will receive treatment and voca- 
tional refugees will spend from six 
to nine months in such centers. 


Refugees affected by disabili- 
ties other than those resulting 
from tuberculosis will be treated 
at a separate rehabilitation cen- 
ter. The first rehabilitation center 
for 200 tuberculous cases will 
open in the French zone Gers 
many some time soon. At a later 
date, IRO proposes to establish 
two special centers for the re- 
habilitation of blind D.P.’s in the 
British and American zones of 
Germany.

Poor Car Condition 
Still Plays Big Role 
In Auto Accidents 


The number of fatal accidents 
involving unsafe vehicle condition 
rose alarmingly during and after 
World War II, but recent figures 
of the National Safety council 
show the first break in this trend 
as more and more new cars appear 
on the road. 


However, the council said the 
percentage of fatal accidents in 
which mechanical condition is in- 
volved still is twice as high as it 
was in 1941, according to the best 
available information. 

The importance of mechanical 
condition in preventing traffic ac- 
cidents has resulted in a special 
emphasis program scheduled by 
the council for this month . 

Determining the role of me- 
chanical failure in an accident 
often is difficult because such 
failure becomes part of the wreck- 
age, according to the council. 
Authorities estimate, however, 
that mechanical failure is the di- 
rect cause of from 3 to 11 per cent 
of all highway accidents. 

The council says it is not pos- 
sible to definitely evaluate the ef- 
fectiveness of motor vehicle in- 
spection laws. The same safety 
consciousness which brought 
about the inspection law undoubt- 
edly brought about improvement 
of all elements of the accident pre- 
vention program.

ACTIVE MENTAL 
LIFE IS KEY TO 
WOMAN'S YOUTH 


Are you older than you look? 
You could be, because staying 
young is more than skin deep. 
It means keeping out of mental 
ruts, according to Dr. George 
Lawton, an expert on the subject 
of aging. Writing in McCall’s for 
May, he gives advice on keeping 
mentally alive by widening your 
interests and circle of friends, ac- 
quiring more ideas through read- 
ing, and developing new voca- 
tional skills or hobbies: 

“Too many women think youth 
is something that comes in a jar 
or a bottle, or that it can be 
simulated by coy and kittenish 
ways. But youth, like beauty, is 
more than skin deep. Youth is 
mostly a mental and emotionol 
attitude toward experience. 

“You have to be mature to be 
really young. In my experience 
I have found that only mature 
people are courageous, creative, 
exploring, expanding and absorb- 
ing; only mature people face re- 
ality. 

“The happier you are with your 
husband and children the less you 
are equipped for old age. I say 
this because a woman who is 
completely happy with her family 
is apt to concentrate on it to the 
exclusion of everything else. Yet 
children grow up and leave home; 
and statistics show that the aver- 
age woman outlives her husband 
by eight years. A woman whose 
family is her whole life is going 
to be in a bad way when she is 
suddenly left alone.

operational expenses etc. are 
thoroughly discussed and, after 
some weeks, the recommendations 
of the committee are incorporated 
into the previous recommendations 
and the whole matter then comes 
before the house and senate for 
passage with or without change. 
This year, for example, the house 
has put into the budget an addi- 
tional 67% million, yepresenting 
the estimated revenue from the in- 
come and corporate taxes (men- 
tioned above) making the total 
budget for the next fiscal year 270 
million rather than the 203 mil- 
lion (also mentioned above). 


After the governor has signed 
the act, it becomes law. There are 
always, however, some agencies 
being reorganized or even set up 
for the first time by legislation 
which is not complete until after 
the general appropriation has be- 
come law, so that the last act of 
the legislature is always to pass a 
supplementary budget or supple- 
mentary appropriation act. This

before. For example, in 1948, an 
additional $500,000 was provided 
in the supplementary appropri- 
ation as a precaution against con- 
tinued price increases. This takes 
the same course as the other ap- 
propriation bills but takes much 
less time, for, at this point the leg- 
islature is about ready to 
prorogue. 

It has frequently been the prac- 
tise of uninformed people to com- 
pare budgets of different states; 
as a matter of fact it was pointed 
out to the oversigned by the budget 
commissioner in a recent interview 
that they cannot be compared. The 
California budget of over one bil- 
lion dollars includes for example 
all federal grants. In Maine all 
public welfare is administered by 
the state, while in New Hampshire 
real estate is taxed by the state and 
therefore appears in the state 
budget. For these and other more 
technical reasons, each state budget 
must be examined on its own 
merits.

U.N. CHILDREN'S FUND 
GIVES AID IN GERMANY 

Thé military Gomimatidérs Of the 
American and French zones of Ger- 
many have signed agreements with 
the United Nations International 
Children’s Emergency fund 
(UNICEF) to make effective the 
extension of a $1,000,000 program 
to aid needy children in Germany. 

Similar agreements are now und- 
der discussion between fund repre- 
sentatives and the commanders of 
the British and Soviet zones of Ger- 
many, 

Under the fund’s prograti, more 
than $4000,000 work of codliver oil 
is now being distributed throughout 
Germany, inciiding Berlin. Part of 
the current allocatiofi says 
UNICEF, will be used for the pro- 
curemert of $450,000 warth of wool 
for précessing by German mantifac- 
turers into finished clothing for 
some 250;000 children: Another 
$250,000 will tie utilizéd for tlie pro- 
curément of leather and materials 
for the manufacture of shoes for 
about 200,000 children. 

In keeping with the fund’s policy, 
aid is given on the basis of need 
without discrimination because of 
race, creed, nationality or political 
belief. UNICEF officials say that 
supplies shipped to Germany have 
moved freely into all four occupa- 
tion Zones,
